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REPORT. 


Me.  Mayoe  and  Gentlemen, 

I liave  tlie  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  as 
Medical  Officer  to  the  Gloucester  Urban  Sanitary  Authority 
for  the  year  1886. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  in  the  past 
year  was  605,  being  94  less  than  in  1885,  when  the  number  was 
699.  This  may  be  attributed,  among  other  causes,  to  the  fact 
that  during  the  year  there  has  been  no  serious  epidemic  of  any 
disease. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Respiratory 
Organs  contrasts  favourably  with  those  of  the  previous  year.

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I find  a similar  proportion  between  cases  of  illness  reported 
by  tbe  Medical  Officers  of  tbe  Union,  and  from  the  General 
Infirmary,  and  tbe  Obildren’s  Hospital.  Tbe  cases  of  diseases 
of  tbe  Respiratory  Organs  were  fewer,  and  those  of  Diarrhoea 
more  numerous  than  in  1885.

I have  adopted  a somewhat  different  method  for  arriving 
at  the  population  of  the  City,  to  that  which  I have  used  in  pre- 
vious years,  because  I consider  that  I have  possibly  somewhat 
over  estimated  the  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabitants,  by 
reckoning  all  the  newly  erected  houses  as  occupied.  In  my 
present  calculation  I am  including  only  the  excess  of  births 
over  deaths  and  the  greater  number  of  houses  inhabited  in  1886 
than  in  1885.

If  this  is  a correct  estimate,  as  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
year  was  605  the  death-rate  would  be  14'3  per  thousand,  the 
lowest  that  I have  known  since  I have  had  the  honour  of 


holdinsf  the  office  of  Medical  Officer  to  this  Authority,  and 
one  of  the  lowest  in  the  Kingdom.  The  death-rate  in 
twenty  large  towns  in  England  during  the  year  188d  was  20*9 
])er  1000. 

As  matters  materially  tending  to  an  improved  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  City,  I may  state  that  in  the  past  year  4|  miles 
of  the  City  sewers  have  been  I’elaid,  and  330  yards  of  new  sewer 
laid.  There  have  been  fixed  to  the  sewers  96  ventilating  shafts 
of  6 inches  diameter,  and  47  of  4 inches  diameter.  As  there 
had  been  previously  336  shafts  erected,  the  present  number  is 
479.  It  is  necessary  for  the  complete  ventilation  of  the  sewers, 
that  the  erection  of  these  shafts  shall  be  continued.

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These  supplies  are  not  by  any  means  as  good  as  they  should 
he.  W'ater  from  wells  is  almost  invariably  impure — contami- 
nated with  sewage  matter.  This  is  constantly  the  case  with 
surface  wells,  as  are  those  supplying  houses  in  the  district. 
The  “ Lyson’s  ” supply  is  often  scanty,  and  was,  during  the 
summer,  frequently  complained  of  by  the  consumers,  and  on 
examination  found  to  he  loaded  with  dirt. 

I have  in  previous  reports  mentioned  the  great  importance 
of  every  Water  closet  being  provided  with  a flushing  box. 
Unless  this  provision  is  made  it  is  impossible  that  a proper 
condition  of  either  the  house,  the  drain,  or  the  sewer  with 
which  it  is  connected,  can  be  maintained.  Without  a flushing 
box  the  cleanliness  of  the  closet  is  a matter  of  chance,  depend- 
ing on  the  care  which  is  taken  in  cleaning  it ; smells  permeate 
the  house,  and  effluvia,  oftentimes  dangerous  to  health,  especially 
that  of  children,  are  constantly  perceived.  With  only  such 
flushing  as  depends  on  the  use  of  buckets,  it  will  happen  that 
the  soil  does  not  get  properly  removed  from  the  drain,  and  this 
is  not  an  uncommon  difficulty,  causing  numerous  complaints  of 
stopped  drains.  And  if  the  contents  of  the  drains  do  reach  the 
sewers  there  is  an  insufficient  run  of  water  to  keep  the  soil 
steadily  moving,  accumulations  take  place,  decomposition  of 
foecal  matter  follows,  and  odorous,  dangerous  gases  are  formed, 
which  escape  at  the  nearest  outlet  from  the  sewers,  where  they 
are  not  only  offensive  but  also  sources  of  danger  to  health.  The 
Sanitary  Committee  has  pressed  on  the  attention  of  owners  of 
houses,  the  necessity  of  supply  ingflushing  boxes  to  closets  which 
are  without  them,  but  their  efforts  have  not  met  with  much 
success.  Many  houses  in  different  parts  of  the  town  have  been 
reported  by  me  to  the  Committee,  and  steps  have  been  com- 
menced to  compel  unwilling  owners  to  carry  out  this  most 
important  work.  At  the  end  of  1885  there  were  5,168  houses 
provided  with  flushing  boxes ; during  the  past  year  16  additional 
were  placed,  but  there  are  still  957  houses  connected  with  the 
City  supply  in  which  they  are  wanting,  and  in  addition  to  these 
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957,  all  tlie  lionses  deriving  their  supply  of  water  from  pumps 
and  wells,  and  those  to  which  the  “ Lysons’  ” water  is  laid  on, 
have  no  flushing  supply.  It  is  evident  that  there  is  a consider- 
able risk  of  the  sewers  becoming  clogged,  because  the  means  of 
cleansing  drains,  and  consequently  of  flushing  sewers,  into  which 
they  empty,  is  much  diminished  by  the  want  of  a proper 
quantity  of  water  being  poured  freely  down,  when  the  closets 
are  used.  This  is  a Sanitary  matter  of  so  much  importance 
that  I must  continue  to  bring  it  under  the  notice  of  the 
Authority.  It  is  to  facilitate  the  adoption  of  flushing  boxes, 
that  it  is  important  that  the  City  supply  should  be  laid  on  to 
every  house,  in  addition  to  its  superiority  over  other  supplies 
for  domestic  purpose.  It  is  very  difficult,  and  much  more 
expensive  and  troublesome,  to  have  flushing  boxes  in  closets 
which  are  supplied  with  pump  water.  It  is  more  expensive 
because  it  necessitates  the  construction  of  a reservoir  with  a 
force  pump  to  fill  it,  and  more  troublesome  because  the  occupier 
is  compelled  to  pump  the  reservoir  full  whenever  it  is  empty. 
The  original  outlay  for  connecting  a house  with  the  water 
system,  where  it  is  not  already  done,  and  of  erecting  a flush- 
box  is  small  compared  with  the  expense  which  is  entailed  by  a 
reservoir.  Where  the  water  is  laid  on,  it  is  inexcusable  to 
delay  the  fitting  up  a Hushing  box.  I must  repeat  what  I 
said  in  my  last  report,  “ I trust  that  the  Authority  will  exercise 
the  power  vested  in  them  by  the  Sanitary  Acts,  by  insisting  on 
every  closet  being  so  provided. 

Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases. — In  my  two  last  reports,  I 
have  called  the  attention  of  the  Authority  to  the  accommodation 
for  patients  at  the  Hospital  in  the  Stroud  Hoad.  I stated  that 
I did  not  consider  there  was  sufficient  separation  between  the 
Wards,  to  insure  patients  recovering  from  one  form  of  disease 
from  the  risk  of  infection  from  another  form  of  disease,  if 
two  kinds  of  infectious  complaints,  such  as  Small  Pox  and 
Scarlet  Fever,  were  received  into  the  Hospital  at  the  same 
time. 
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At  my  suggestion,  Dr.  Campbell  and  Mr.  A.  M.  Sydney- 
Turner,  members  of  tlie  Sanitary  Committee,  were  requested 
to  inspect  the  Hospital  and  to  report  to  tlie  Committee 
on  tlie  subject.  They  did  so,  and  in  their  report  they  agreed 
with  me  that  the  construction  of  the  Hospital  unfits  it  for 
the  reception  of  cases  of  two  kinds  of  infectious  disease  at 
the  same  time.  Nothing  has  been  done  to  impi'ove  the  building 
and  fit  it  for  the  reception  of  more  than  one  kind  of  infectious 
disease.  The  Sanitary  Committee  made  a report  to  the 
Authority  on  the  subject,  but  no  further  step  has  been  taken. 
During  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December  there 
were  a few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  the  Barton  District.  I 
appealed  to  the  Masters  of  the  Schools,  who  assisted  me  in 
detecting  cases  of  illness.  I visited  the  residences  of  children 
who  it  was  feared  had  caught  Scarlet  Fevei*,  and  made  sug- 
gestions for  checking  the  spread  of  infection  which  I believe 
were  successful,  and  I have  heard  of  only  one  case  for  several 
weeks.  There  have  been  two  patients  during  the  year  in  the 
Hospital,  both  sent  in  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Union  ; one 
in  January,  a child  with  Scarlet  Fever  ; the  other  a tramp  with 
Small  Pox.  Both  were  discharged  cured. 

The  Registered  Lodging  Houses  have  been  visited  by  Mr.  Allen 
and  myself,  and  have  always  been  found  in  a satisfactory 
condition  ; and  I have  again  to  report  the  good  results  arising 
from  the  Bye-Law  by  which  houses  not  registered  as  common 
lodging  houses,  but  which  are  let  out  to  various  families,  have 
been  brought  under  the  control  of  this  Authority. 

Mr.  Allen,  the  Inspector,  has  been  constant  in  his  attend- 
ance to  the  duties  of  his  office,  although  I regret  to  say  that  he 
has  suffered  moi’e  than  once  from  indisposition.  We  have 
constantly  visited  all  parts  of  the  district,  and  i‘eported  at  the 
fortnightly  meetings  of  the  Committee  the  woilc  which  has  been 
done.  This  may  be  summarised  under  the  following  heads, 
although  there  are  many  matters  not  mentioned  in  the  report —

legal  advice.  To  Mr.  Read  I am  especially  indebted,  both  for 
assistance  in  the  performance  of  my  work,  and  for  valuable 
information  with  relation  to  the  statistics  contained  in  some 
portions  of  this  report ; without  whose  assistance  it  would  have 
been  impossible  for  me  to  fully  detail  the  Sanitary  work  in 
which  we  have  been  engaged  during  the  past  year.

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I haA"e  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  as  Medical 
Officer  to  the  Gloucester  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

I am  happy  to  state  that  during  the  past  year  there  has 
been  no  case  of  Infectious  Disease  either  at  Sharpness  or  in  the 
other  parts  of  the  Port.  I received  one  notice  of  supposed 
disease  in  the  Docks  at  Gloucester,  hut  on  visiting  the  vessel  I 
found  that  there  was  no  illness  on  hoard. 

The  preparations  made  by  the  Authority  for  the  appear- 
ance of  Cholera  within  the  Port,  have  happily  not  been  called 
into  use.  The  Hospital  for  such  cases  at  Sharpness  has  been 
fully  provided  with  the  necessary  means  for  treating  them,  and 
the  one  which  has  been  provided  in  the  event  of  the  disease 
appearing  in  the  Docks  at  Gloucester,  would  he  ready  to  treat 
patients  immediately.  I see  no  reason  to  suppose  that  it  is 
likely  either  Hospital  will  he  required  at  present. 

nineteen  Sailors  have  been  treated  at  the  Gloucester 
Infirmary  for  various  diseases  during  the  year.  Ho  death  is
